THE PALESTINE CENSORSHIP 


High Commissioner’s Attitude . 


[From our Lobby Correspondent] 


Mr. A. Creecn Jones (Lab., Shipley) received recently a letter 
from Mr. G. H. Hall, then Under-Secretary for the Colonies. 
with reference to Palestine censorship. Y contains in somewhat 
more detail the facts given in the answer by the Minister in the 
House, printed in THe Jewish Curonicrte of January 30. In 
conclusion it says, referring to an article on the subject in the 
MANCHESTER GUARDIAN: “ The article ended with a general 
statement to the effect that from the civil authorities Jewish 
Army recruitment receives neither encouragement nor help. The 
High Commissioner is unable to explain on what grounds such 
a statement can be based. 
Agency have been accepted as the principal recruiting agency 
for Jews in Palestine, and they have made it clear that inter- 
ference by the Government was not wanted and would not be 
tolerated. The High Commissioner has accepted this position 
in order that nothing should be done to interfere with the 
prospects of obtaining Jewish recruits.” 


Mr. Shertok’s Version 


Since the above, Mr. Creech Jones has received the follow- 
ing cablegram from Mr. Shertok, dated Jerusalem February 2 :— 
*“ With reference to Mr. Hall's answer in the House of Com- 
mons concerning our alleged agreement about the rad stripe, 
on the eve of the campaign we were peremptorily informed 
that either red must be added or .no armband could be worn 
and if blue. and white were maintained all] military co-operation 
in the campaign would be withdrawn. In these circumstances, 
the only alternative to wrecking the campaign was acquiescence. 
We made it clear that we should acquiesce under duress. 

We never heard the motive referring to red, which was given 
in Parliament. To us it simply meant the delibtrate obliteration 
of Jewish colours. The stripe is not narrow but half-an-inch 
in width described both sides of the armlet. My own speech 
at the opening of the citrus campaign was totally suppressed 
and never published. On another occasion my recruiting appeal 
to the Press Conference was. held over twelve days and pub- 
lished only after my own intervention at headquarters. Dr. 
Werzmann's cable to the A.T.S. was read at their meeting. but 
banned yn the press.” 

Wer7mann’s message was as tollows: 

My heartiest good wishes to the Palestine A TS. -at the 
outset of its recruiting Campaign. 1 know how greatly ou! 
women will welcome this call to share with the 10.000 of their 
men already serving in defence of their lives and homes and 
all that Palestine means to them. The long-sought opportunity 
now lies before you all. I am confident you will take the 
fullest advantage of the advancing’ of the cause of {reedom and 
your own lasting satisfaction. Chazak ve-ematz.” 


A COMMUNITY LIBEL ACT? 
Question for P.M. 


Mr. D. L. Lieson (Ind, Cheltenham) is to ask the Prime 
Minister in the House of Commons shortly “ whether, in ordei 
to further the cause of Justice and to prevent the growth of 
disaffection amongst His Majesty s subjects, His Majesty's 
Government will introduce legislation providing legal protection 
to religious bodies and other similar communities against libels 
and slanders.”

Mr. Ben Greene Again 


HOME SECRETARY PROTESTS AGAINST 
REPETITION OF SAME QUESTION 


Mr. R. R. Stokes (Lab., Ipswich) asked the Home Secretary 
why criminal proceedings were not instituted against Mr. 
Benjamin Greene, late justice of the peace, on account of three 
charges laid against him amounting, in effect, to treason, which 
formed the basis of the reason on which Mr. Greene was 
deiained. 

Mr. Morrison: Consideration was given to the question 
whether the case should be feferred to the Director of Public 
Prosecutions with a view to criminal proceedings, but there were 
reasons which rendered this course impracticable 

Mr. Stokes asked if he was aware that on January 22, 1941, 
the Parliamentary Secretary said that whenever there was 
evidence to support a criminal charge, proceedings were taken 
in the courts. Was there any reason why that course was not 
followed”? 

Mr. Morrison: There were reasons why it was not followed 
- this case, but it would not be in the publicgiaterest to state 
them, 

He added that all the evidence against Mr. Greene was made 
available to the Advisory Committee. 

Sin |. Atspery (Con... Gravesend) asked, in view of the fact 
which he had just stated that it was impracticable to bring those 
charges, how could he explain that statement when the charges 
had definitely been withdrawn. 5 

Mr. Morrison: The question of whether a prosecution can 
properly be taken is considered in all these cases, and on balance 
it was decided that proceedings should not be taken. I cannot 
say any more about the matter, because it would not be in the 
public interest to go into details. 

Mr. Stokes asked what steps he proposed to take “ to ensure 
that no persons were detained under Regulation 18p on false 
evidence, as in the case of Mr. Greene.” 

Mr. Morrison: As I previously informed my hon, friend, Mr. 
Greene was not detained on the evidence of a single person, and 
I cannot accept the implication suggested in his question. When 
information reaches the Home Secretary which he believes to be 
reliable he would be failing in his duty -if he did not take 
appropriate action in the interest of national security, and order 
detention if he is satisfied that it is necessary so to do. Any 
person sd detained has a right to make objections to the 
Advisory Committee. If, after their investigation, the Advisory 
Committee find, as occurred in Mr. Greene's case, that any 
particular allegation is not substantiated, it does not follow either 
that such allegation was a malicious invention or that the 
orginal order of detention was unjustified. All cases of persons 
detained under this Regulation are kept under review, and | need 
not assure the House that I have constantly in mind the need 
of taking the greatest care in the exercise of the oncrous 
responsibility placed on the Home Secretary by this Regulation 

Mr. Stokes: May I ask whether it ts not the fact that the 
evidence of the single witness against this man was admitted to 
be false by the man himself: and would not unfortunate deten- 
tions of this kind be awoided in the future if persons detained 
were told the names of the persons to give evidence when they 
are not members of the security police? 

Mr. Morrison: |} dare say 1 would be convenient to a lot of 
people to be told everything about everybody, but it would not 
be expedient for the security of the country. I beg the House 
to realise that the administration of this Regulation is a matter 
of dithculty and delicagy. and we try to learn as we go along 
from any difficulties which arise I cannot be put tn the position 
of having to answer the same question a whole serics of times 

when I have already assured the House that Mr. Greene micht 
have been detained independently of these allegations 

Sir |. Albery: Arising out of the somewhat detailed statement 
which the right hon. gentleman has just made, can he inform 
the House what means exist by which a person who has been 
wrongfully detained can show that to be the case? 

Mr. Morrison: [ cannot admit that Mr. Greene was wrong- 
fully detained, and | would remind the House that he has not 
heen unconditionally released

HONOURING LORD WEDGWOOD 


The Defender of Justice 
PLEA FOR'A JEWISH ARMY

The speaker was Lord Wedgwood of Barlaston, and the occa- 
sion was a reception given in his honour by the Committee of 
the Anglo-Palestinian <Club last week. 

’rotessor +S. Brodetsky, who presided, said Wedgwood was 
one of the outstanding men in the House of Commons, because 
of the line that he had always taken as the defender of justice, 
as the fighter against all injustice; and as a man with a sound 
and healthy sense of the finest form of British Imperialism, a 
man full of the deep conviction of the great message of civilisa- 


, ton which the British people had to carry for the whole world. 


Lord Wedgwood, continued Dr. Brodctsky, had also had a 
great Zionist carcer, and had had great original thoughts tn 
connection with Zionism. He believed that the time would 
come, perhaps not before very long, when “ Jos "" Wedgwood 
would see his great conception of Palestine as a State in which 
the Jewish natiOn would rebuild is life forming, as a free com- 
panion, part of that great brotherhood of nations which was now 
the very core of humanity—the British Commonwealth. 

Mr. Tom Williams, M.P., said he hoped that for the sake 
of justice itself, in all corners of the universe, “ Jos" Wedg- 
wood, as he would always be known to them, would long live 
to be the spearhead in caring for human beings. to whatever 
group they happened to belong. “° , 

Mr. Barnett Janner said that “ Jos" Wedgwood represented 
the English character in its fullest and best sense. There must 
be tens of thousands of people in the concentration camps of 
Europe who were pinning thei faith to his actions and his 
words. Mr. Janner referred to the fact that Lord Wedgwood 
was Chairman of the Parliamentary Palestine Committee. There 
was not a single question in relation to the Zionist Movement 
in which he had not taken an intcrest. Recently he had tought 
for the establishment of a Jewish Force, for he understood that 
the. Jewish people were entitled just as other nations, to take 
their share in the fighting ranks as a unit 


Perfectability Only in Freedom 


Lord Wedgwood, in his response, said people asked him, 
* Why are you a friend of the Jews? ” He was not “a trend 
of the Jews.” He was born hating injustice. There had been 
too much of tt. He beheved in the perfectability of human 
nature. He still believed in it, in spite of Hitler and Mussolini 
Development might be slow, but it was ifevitable; but it could 
only take place in an atmosphere of freedom, and the highest 
object of the State was to secure an atmosphere tin which 1n- 
dividuals could develop, to give the security of justice and at the 
same time to give every opportunity to the rebel 

\t the present moment what he would have his fcllow- 
Members in the House of Commons work for above all was the 
right of all those who hated Hitler to bear arms and to fight 
Hitler. He asked it not for their own sake. not tor the sake 
of their own safety, but largely for the sake of his own coun- 
try. There was nothing like comradeship in arms to wipe out 
the stupid antagonism and stupid pride which was the werst 
feature of British imperialism.

I was given to few to know the love of those who had gone 
together through the long valley of the shadow of death and 
had learnt to trust each other to the end. But the opportunity 
was here now. “ Treat the refugee as a brother. Accept him as 
a comrade in arms, and the rcfugee would tind the Englishman 
tolerant and the Englishman would begin to appreciate the 
virtues of the refugee.”

ABOUT BOOKS 


THE PRAYER BOOK 
Chief Rabbi’s Annotated Edition 


The Authorised Daily Prayer Book. With Commentary 
by the Chief Rabbi. Part |. National Council for Jewish 
Religious Education, 6s.

to this, his latest literary gift to Anglo-Jewry. This is well 
suid, but only to provoke a sad thought. We, the latter-day 
descendants of a people which has taught the world both 
true prayer and congregational worship, are,fast losing the 
art of praying. Rarely, it must be confessed, in attending 
services in our modern Synagogues do we experience deep 
emotion and real communion with the Unseen Spirit of the 
Universe. However much we try to make our services 
attractive, the power to discern and appreciate the real 
presence of God—the power which lies at the heart of 
praver—seems té elude us. We pray, but without life, with- 
oul spirit. With this vital experience gone, prayer becomes 
«a burden and our services are of little avail. 

Nor are our Synagogues of much more spiritual use to Us. 
Ihe prayers recited in them, except on those high-tide occasions 
of great crisis in our lives, lack the quivering and urgency of 
the soul's sincere desire and overmastering need to mect God. 
They are intended for an audience rather than for our Father 
in Heaven. No wonder that modern Synagogue attendance has 
degenerated into a mere social duty, and congregational worship 
imto a social institution decorative in function, but without 
directive influence on moral or religious iife 

Among the many contributory causes to this spiritual void 
that envelops our services must be included the widespread 
wnorance of Israels ancient Prayer-Book-——the Siddur—alike as 
to its contents, teachings and history. With all the warmth of 
affection generally felt for it, many who use it have no under- 
standing of its ordinary phraseology: whilst its formularies will 
often appear meaningless even to such as have a knowledge of 
Hebrew, conveying only the vaguest ideas to their minds. This 
ignorance is not without a boss alike to true religious tarth and 
religious life, which in turn finds expression im the detached 
attitude of many a worshipper at a Synagoguc during prayers 
bor the Siddur is more than a mere manual of devotion. As a 
collection of religious documents, going back to the carhest 
days. to which every age has added tts Own contribution as an 
offering of its devotion and piety, the Siddur js an inexhausubdle 
source communicating the sublime faith, moral wealth, spiritual 
yrandeul i well as the of love and service to (sod and 
ictlow-man which constitute the Religion of  Israci In oats 
readings. pravers, mvocations, and exhortations, 
brings belore us the highest fundamental teaching of Judaism 
not merely. as. theoretical truths but as norms of conduct and 
principles of practical hie 


A Lifetime's Knowledge Applied 


Such an evaluation of the rich resources in the Siddur must 
have moved the Chief Rabbi to undertake the publication of 
the present work, of which the first part, covering the week- 
day and Friday evening services, is now to hand. ft ts a work 
of vreat worth and utility, in which Dr. Hertz has given ireely

of Torah. Abodah. and Gemiluth Chasadim, held aloit by thie 
Men of the Great Assembly, felt the urge to do tor, Abudah 
what he did for Torah that precedes tt. Having drawn the many 
to the Torah by means of his work on the Pentateuch, he set 
himself the task to bring them near by means of the Siddur unto 
Divine Service 

And his labours in this domain, too, have borne choice fruits. 
Ait long last we have a commentary on the Srddur of striking 
clearness and simplicity, “so that he may run that readcth we" 
The commentary covers..a wide range ot liturgical study, 
historical as well as. explanatory [rue. to those who ate 
familiar with the Chief Rabbi's writings, not all the matter on 
the explanatory side will be new, but even they will welcome 
the old wine in this. tts new container, as an additional 
stimulant to spiritual activity. e 

Ihe stvle has all the qualities which we are wont to associale 
with whatever Dr. Hertz wries-—-lorcible, pellucid, and cloquent 
As usual, he shows much skill in the selection of his material 
and succeeds im micrweaving sacred and seculal Quotations with 
extremely happy results . 

Of special value are the Marginal Headings heehas given to 
successive parts of the praycrs, enabling the worshipper to 
follow easily their progress and sequence of thought lhe gicxt 
i, that of Singer's Praver-Book, whose translation has, on the 
whole. been adopted, though the Chief Rabbi has introduced 
a number of improvements by simplifying some of the heavier 
phrases without loss of dignity 

Phe primary object of the commentary is devotional. The 
explanatory notes enable us to see the bigger andeiceper things 
of life. things that provoke in us more than habitual reverence 
and more Strict fidelity to the eternal valucs in our existence. 
So do the historical notes serve to awaken tecelings that are 
eminently helpful to devotion. The historical associations with 
which the prayers are linked tend to arouse feclings of gratitude 
to the Fternal Guardian of Isracl, and thus quicken the Soul 
to greater ardour and devotion. 

What impresses One most in studying this precious comment- 
ary on the Prayer-Book is the close gelation in which Israel's 
ancient prayers stand to life of practical love and service. “* He 
loveth best who prayeth best” (reversing the. sequence in the 
well-known line) might well serve as its keynote. It is to be 
hoped that Dr. Hertz will be granted the streneth to complete 
‘tthe task he has felicitously begun, and that his edition of the 
Prayer-Book may find its way to the heart of those for whom 
it is intended, and help to revitalise our Synagegues and to 
rcinspire us to seek eternal values in our personal and corporate 


lives.

A Non-Jew’s View of Jewish 
Problems 


Il.—PRACTICAL POLICY IN THE 
DISPERSION 


By THE REV. DR. JAMES PARKES 


In a series of three articles, the Rev. Dr. James 
Parkes, who has a_ distinguished record as a fighter 
against anti-Semitism and a proven friend of Jewry, 
outlines the views of a sympathetic and deeply inter- 
ested non-Jew on the problems of post-war Jewish 
reconstruction. Dr. Parkes speaks bluntly and frankly. 
Many of his ideas will no doubt and in due course 
be hotly contested. But they represent the views and 
suggestions of an honest, well-disposed, and unusually 
gifted non-Jewish onlooker who observes with detached 
intelligen@e but with genuine sympathy the tragedy of 
the Jewish position. In his first article Dr. Parkes dealt 
with the immediate foundations of reconstruction as he 
sees them. In this second article the various questions 
connected with Peace Aims outside Palestine are 
discussed. 


The first problem which arises is that of the presentation of 
Jewish “ Peace Aims.” Every Jewish journal and most Jewish 
publicists demand that these shall be the results of united 
Jewish action. This would be easily achievable once the basic 
fact stressed in my previous article were admitted—that there 
must be more than one solution. So long as unity means that 
all Jews,must demand for others and accept for themselves 
cither assimilation or nationalism, it is unachievable and 
extremely undesirable 

In the Western European Communities and the U.S.A. the 
present citizenship is perfectly satistactory, and the main “ Peace 
Aim ~ required ts agreement “as to the combating of anti- 
Semitism. This is in essence an entirely Gentile problem, but 
its solution needs Jewish co-operation. It needs discussion by a 
serious group representing the churches, the political parties, the 
educational authorities, and the Jewish Community, and the 
tricndly cye of the Home Office would be a help. The counter- 
part to such a group is the pessession by the Jewish Community 
of a sense ol responsibility for the black sheep among its 
members. For if “ anti-Semitism ” has nothing to do with Jews 
m ws essence, it often justifies itself by magnitving individual 
Jewish misdeeds, and by constant misinterpetation and = mis- 
Statement of the general Jewish situation. Such a feeling of 
responsibility has, fortunately, continued in all Jewish Com- 
mumties since then cmancipation 

In Eastern Europe the situation is entirely different. At-all 
costs we should try to get nal “ minority status.’ 

In matters genuinely affecting the life of the nationalities 
there should be complete equality Setween large and small 
groups. This means that in certain spheres a nationality 
has a right to be complete master in its own house: in 
certain matters there must be proportional sharing between 
the nationalities. In all other spheres the question of the 
nationality of the individual should be «a matter of 
indifference. 

The first sphere contains ecriain Obvious subiects, such as 
rehgion, primary education. and cultural activities In addition. 
there arc a number of subjects in which past artificialitie, need 
to be straightened out Ihe economic redistribution OF much 
the Jewish population comes under this head. ads do cduca- 
tional and other activities tor the raising of the level of the 
peasants It would mean the right: of Jews to have schools run 
by the Government similar to the various voluntary etflorts 
which cxisted up to 1939, and these schools. would, for a period 
at any rate, be definitely for Jews. Credit banks and co-opera- 
tives (depending on the general political structure of the country) 
would come under similar heading. Other schools or activities 
might envisage equally exclusive aid for a pcriod to sections 
of the non-Jewish population Phi, would be real “ equality.” 
although there was discramination. And the ultumate aim might 
he the transformation these sectional activities into gencral 
technical education and = services 

In the second sphere, the sphere of sharimg, it is no use refus- 
ing to face the fact that some kind of proportional sharing is 
an essential basis to peace-—those who disagree with me will 
probably at once raise the clausus The pre- 
dominance of Jews in a number of kev professions is no more 
tolerable than is their complete exclusion from the same if 
Jewish leaders would once this principle and start 
practical discussions of the details, I belicve they would secure 
far more real justice and tar wider opportunities for honourable 
Jewish living than they are likely to obtain so long as any 
question of proportional sparing is met at once with an absolute 
refusal in principle 

[he acceptance and delimitation. of the spheres of. such 
sharing would mean also agreement as to the ticlds im which 
perfect liberty remained to the individual so far as his nation- 
alitv was concerned. The bulk of commercial. industrial. and 
agricultural activities should come under this latter head. as 
well as a numerically large proportion of the public services. 
But this must be a matter of genuine discussion and agreement. 
Post-war Eastern Europe is bound to be a “ planned socicty ” 
of some kind, with a large measure of central control, so that 
this preliminary agreement as to the area of planned sharing, 
and the area of planned liberty, may be of mestimable 
importance,

VICTOR SCHONFELD MEMORIAL LECTURE 


Phe Victor Schonicld Memorial J ecture this year took the 
form of a symposium on “ Some Aspects of Jewish Religiows 
Education,” at the Ben Zakkai Rooms last week. Dayan Dr. 
I. Grunfeld spoke on “ The Jewish Day School ~:; the Rev. J. 
Halpern on “ What can be achieved by Hebrew Classes ” 
and Mr. H. A. Goodman on “ The Educational Principles of 
the Keren Hatorah.’ The Chairman was Rabbi Dr. S. Schon- 
feld. 

Dayan Grunfeld traced the development of Jewish day schools 
from the Philanthropin and the Samson Raphael Hirsch School 
in Frankfort to modern days. He said that the combination 
of Jewish and secular studies in one curriculum was.not a 
compromise, but an affirmation of the Orthodox Jewish prin- 
ciple that general knowledge was an essential part of religious 
development. 

Mr. Halpern spoke of *the practical difficuliies involved in 
organising Jewish day schools, the main obstacles, he said, com- 
ing from the parents. Evacuation, he went on. had laid bare 
undreamt-of evils in the development of Anglo-Jewish life, and 
he expressed the conviction that devdted teachers could help 
to arrest the drift. 

Mr. Goodman described the achievements of the Keren 
Hatorah in fostering chedarim, Talmud Torahs, Yeshivot. and 
Beth Jacob schools and seminaries. He stressed the* necessity 
of a Torah-loyal spirit, without which no system, day school 
or cvening class, could succeed. 


The Palestine Movement 


Z.0. AND N.Z.O, CO-OPERATION 
Text of Preliminary Agreement Received 


The Political Department of the New Zionist Organisation 
in London announces that it has received by cable the full 
text of the memorandum of agreement on the subject ol 
Zionist unity, signed in Johannesburg on January 23 between 
representatives of the South African N.Z.O. and the South 
African Old Zionist Federation. It has been decided for the 
time being to suspend publication of the full text pending a 
reply to an inquiry as to whether any agreement has been 
reached between the signatories on the subject of publication. 
The Political Department points out that various reports pur- 
porting to represent the conditions of the agreement which 
have been circulated do not reflect accurately the text of the 
memorandum. The Department has taken steps to consult 
the members of the Presidency in various parts of the world, 
with a view to securing agreemefitt both as to the venue 
and personnel of a negotiating committee, should negotiations 
materialise. These arrangements are being expedited, so that 
no time will be lost should the Old Zionist Organisation acccpt 
the terms of the agreement as a basis for negotiations between 
accredited representatives of both Organisations. 

The South African Executive of the N.Z.O. has been assured 
that nothing wall be left undone to render their cflorts fruitful.

Dr. Weizmann on a Jewish State 


The establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine as “a 
decisive step towards mormality and true emancipation ” for 
the Jewish people is a basic post-war aim, Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann, President of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, asserts 
in an article in the January issue Of FOREIGN AFFAIRS, edited 
by Hamilton Fish Armstrong and published in New York. 

In a survey of “ Palestine’s role m the solution of the Jewish 
problem Dr. Weizmann declaies that “ the experience of the 
past twenty vears and the vexed problem of * minorities ° which 

as caused so much trouble in fturope hardly give much ground 
for hope of a satisfactory solution on the spot No doubt many 
Jews will return and re-adapt themselves to the new conditions; 
but there will be vast masses which will have to emigrate. It 
would probably be unduly optimistic to assume that countries 
like the United States, Canada, and some of the South American 
republics will radically change their immigration policy after this 
war—particularly in the strained economic conditions then to be 
expected.” 

Outlining the position of Jews and Arabs after the war, Dr 
Weizmann writes: The Arabs will greatly profit from a British 
victory by Obtaining mdependence in Syria and Libva and as 


a measure Of national unit¥ as they themselves are capabic 

of aciheving. On the other hand, it ts essential to obtain such 

lement in Palestine as will help to solve the Jewish problem 

ene of the most disturbing problems in the world.

REFUGEES BRING DIAMOND TRADE 
TO PALESTINE 


The rapid growth of. Palestine’s diamond trade was revealed 
by Me. Oved Benami, Mayor of Nathanya, to the 70 delegates 
who attended the first annual conlerence of diamond-cutters, 
held in Nathanya recently. The majority of the delegates were 
tormerly engaged in the diamond trade in Belgium, Holland, 
Polund, and Germany. 

Mir. Benami said that in 1941 the value of diamonds exported 
from Palestife to America was $1,000,000, and it was expected 
that the trade would be doubled this year. Capital invested 
in the diamond industry in Palestine amounted to $2,000,000, 
ind over $2,500,000 a year was paid in wages to workers in the

women,” he said, “* must be restored again to the rights of lite, 
liberty, and pursuit of. happiness. The restoration* must take 
into account the pledge made to the Jews in the Balfour 
Declaration, The restoration of the Jewish people to its Home- 
land is not ohly a matter of elemental justice but also one of 
world-wide importance to the future peace of mankind, 

lt was not necessary or desirable that Palestine should have 
all of the Jewish people, continued the Senator, but it was 
necessary that the Jewish people should have all of Palestine as 
4’ Homeland. For the duration of this war, it was essential to 
bear in mind that Palestine and the Near East lands were a vital 
part of liberty’s wide-flung front. The $00,000 Jews in Palestine 
were loyally supporting the fight against the Axis, and he con- 
sratulated and commended the Jews of America for the great 
part they were playing in making it possible.

STENOTYPING IN HEBREW 


Interest is being expressed in Zionist quarters in the adapta- 
tion of the “ Stenotype ™ system for Hebrew. Sicnotyping ts 
a system of quick note-taking by machine, instead of by written 
Shorthand, and conventional signs—most of them the usual 
consonants and vowels—are used by the operator, who taps 
them out on to a ribbon of paper. Very high dictation speeds 
have been reached, and one advantage is that the “ notes” can 
be transcribed by anyone who has learnt the principle, so that 
there are no delays in the typing of letters and manuscripts; 
the note-taker need not break off his or her duties to do the 
transcriptions, 

With sligit adaptations, any language can be dealt with, and 
a suggestion has been made for the introduction of the sy4tem 
into Palestine and the Near East, with tuition in local schools. 
It is proposed that Zionist institutions should send some of 
their members from Palestine to London for tuition in the 
system itself, and then they, in collaboration with the Principal 
of the London School of Stenotyping, would make the necessary 
adaptation to Hebrew. 


DELEGATES RETURN FROM ENGLAND 


Mrs. Shohat and Mr. Koliek Report on 
K.H. Campaign 


At a Press conference which was held last week in Jerusalem, 
under the auspices of the Keren Hayesod, Mrs. Manya Shohat 
and Mr. Theodor Kolick, members of the Keren Hayesod 
Delegation to Great Britain last year, whd have recently returned 
to Palestine, reported on their impressions and work during the 
Keren Hayesod campaign in England. They both spoke of the 
great educational value of the campaign and its success, not- 
withstanding the fact that it was conducted during a period of 
the heaviest bombing.

Ezrachi (Citizens’ Union) in Tel-Aviv, when political and 
economic problems were discussed. 

It was announced that the organisation has decided to send 
a delegation abroad to spread information on Palestinian tssues, 
and also to rate a fund of £150,000 (Keren Haezrach) for the 
encouragement and assistance of private trade and enterprise 
in Palestine and for propaganda purpeses.

THREE SHIPS SUNK IN GALE 
Jewish Sailors Drowned 


‘Three Palestinian ships have been sunk in a gale off Latakia, 
as a result of which five Jewish seamen lost their lives, states 
a Jewish Lelegraphic Agency report from Jerusalem. 

The vessels were the s.s. Tikva, the Hafez El Rahman, a 
200-ton motor-boat belonging to the Palestine Transport and 
Shipping Company, and the s.s. Amathus, of 407 tons, belong- 
ing to the Atid Navigation Company. All were flying the 
Palestinian flag. 

Three of the dead sailors, Jacob Salem, Urko Chibowsky, and 
Jacob Silberstcin, were buried at Beirut. The other two, Pavel 
Kriegel and Eising Rittner, are still missing. All the casualties 
were from the crew of the Tikva. Kriegel, who was First 
Officer of the ship, had previously served in the s.s. Antar 
when it was torpedoed by an Italian submarine. 


THE TEL-AVIV BOMB OUTRAGE 
Wanted Men Surrender but Deny Complicity 


Two of the men wanted in connection with the bomb: 


outrage in Tel-Aviv, when four police officers were killed, have 
surrendered to the police. They are Benyamin Zeroni and 
Hanoch Sterlitz, A third man, Nachman Shulman, has been 
arrested in Haifa. 

Zeroni and Sterlitz have denied any complicity in the crime, 
says Davar, the Hebrew newspaper. The men are said to be 
abic to prove that they left the gang believed to have been 
responsible for the crime several months before it occurred. 


FIFTEEN YEARS FOR ARMED ROBBERY 


Yehoshua Zetler, who was arrested on September 16, last 
year, after the robbery of a branch of the Anvglo-Palestine Bank 
in Tel-Aviv, and who was charged with being a member of a 
band of armed terrorists who perpetrated the robbery, has been 


‘sentenced to 15 years’ imprisonment by the Tel-Aviv District 


Court. 


AID PLEDGED TO RUSSIA 


The first public meeting of the League for Sovict Russia was 
addressed in Haila last week by the President, Arnold Zweig, 
who stressed the need for strengthening the anti-Fbascist front 
and fostering anti-Fascist thought both inside and outside 
Germany. 

Mr. Shlomo Kaplansky, the Vice-President, emphasised that 
the League was a non-political organisation aiming at extending 
moral and matcrial support to Russe. Although it was true 
that Russia had formerly misunderstood and even hampered the 
7ionist movement, this was not the time for political discussions 
The only thing to do now was to mobilise all resources against 
the Nazis to hasten the day when they would be crushed by 
British sea-power and the Russian armies.

An Axis broadcast to the Arabs from Rome, welcoming to 
that city the ex-Mufti and Rashid Ali, has declared that Arab 
leaders who co-operate with “the Jews in Britain ” will have 
their punishment when the “ Day of Freedom” comes, which. 
said the broadcast, will be soon, “ thanks to the Axis and to 
the great work of those two Arab leaders." Rashid Ali and the 
ex-Mufti, it was stated, have spent several weeks in Berlin 
discussing the Arab question with the Axis leaders 

“ While Britain is helping the Zionists,” went on the broad- 
cast, “sending them gifts and promises, and while America 
sends Mr. Bullitt to visit the Jews in Palestine and express his 
admiration and respect for them, the Axis countries are showing 
the greatest understanding and sympathy towards the Arab 
cause.” 

In the same broadcast it was alleged that Mr. Oliver Lyttleton, 
the British representative in the Near East, is “ attempting to 
bring about a rapprochement between Arabs and Jews and to 
make the Arabs forget the British policy towards the Jews. The 
Jews know that America and Britain promised them a Nationa! 
Home in Palestine, but they know also that the Arabs will fieht 
this scheme to the death.” 

In Berlin the ex-Mufti ts regarded as the Axis “ trump card ” 
in the Middle East, says the Staff Reporter of the Ditty Express 
in Stockholm. ‘“ His journey with Rashid Ali to Rome. where 
they are seeing Mussolini and the Fascist leaders, is obviously 
to foment trouble in Egypt and all Moslem lands, bordering on 
the Mediterranean.’ 


Athens as Centre of Propaganda 


THe Times Istanbul correspondent wrote last week that the 
mMcreasing vigilance of the Turkish authorities in regard to the 
activities of AXts agents who were striving to carry on trom 
Turkey propaganda in the Arab countries has compelled t!

To adapt the words of a modern writer, Judaism has not 
been tried and found wanting—it was found difficult and not 
tried: and before a wholehearted attempt has been made to 
live Judaism, eflorts to decry mt are biased expressions of the 
will.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


The Value of Our Jewishness 


“Everyone that passeth among them that are nugibered, 
from twenty years old and upward, shall give the offering of 
the Lord.’—Exodus, xxx, 14. 


TT: be numbered as a son of Israel and as a member of 


the congregation of the Lord involved a privilege which 

demanded a sacrifice. At the time of the erection of 
the Tabernacle in the wilderness of Sinai, the sacrifice was 
to be made in the form of an offering or contribution to 
the erection and maintenance of the Sanctuary. In later 
times the sacrifice assumed a variety of forms. There were 
periods in our history when the membership of the Com- 
munity of Israel had to be paid for so dearly that doubts 
arose in many minds whether this membership was a privi- 
lege at all, and there were those who regarded it merely as 
a handicap or a_ burden which affected their material 
prospects and their physical well-being. That is why some 
of the weaker elements deserted the Community of Isracl, 
or were content to be mere nominal members, from whom 
no sacrifice was to be expected and po valid contribution 
towards the maintenance of Israel's heritage could be 
demanded. The losses which our people incurred in this 
way were often heavy, but compensation was gained from 
the increased loyaltyyand enhanced reliability of. those who 
remained true, and who were ready for any sacrifiee that 
faithful adherence to Israel's cause involve It is to this 
loyal remnant that the survival of the Jew and the pre- 
servation of his sacred heritage are due. It is Owing to this 
readiness for sacrifice on the part of the sons and daughter: 
of our people, who knew the value and significance of 
their Jewishness, that we can still be called “the Con- 
gregation of the Lord” and can still be regarded as a 
spiritual power in the world. {[t ts that thought that has 
always consoled us and inspired us in times of trouble and 
of danger. and it has had the effect of brichtening the 
Jewish outlook, even in the vicissitudes of to-day. 


UT the consolation and inspiration that we derive from 
the survival of the Community of Israel as a whole 
and from the unperturbed loyalty of those who know and 
appreciate the value of their Jewishness, whatever the cost 
of its preservation may be, cannot relieve us of our duty to 
consider the position of the Jew who has lost his sense ot 
spiritual values and can no more be numbered among the 
members of the “ Congregation of the Lord” His position 
must be regarded with grave concern. There ts no doubt 
that to be a Jew in name only ts indeed a handicap. Fo: 
what satisfaction or inspiration can such a person derive 
from his nominal membership of the Community of Israel? 
lf he is not conscious of berng endowed with a privilege 
for which it is worth while making a sacrifice: if he | 
devoid of Jewish idealism and of a consciousness of Jewish 
virtue; if he pays no attention to Jewish teaching and to the 
record of Jewrsh spiritual achievement; if he does not live 
Jewish life and pays no heed to Jewish ethical standards: 
if he ts not impressed by Jewish martyrdom and the signifi 
cance of the Jew's survival; if he ignores the Jewish past and 
has no vision of a Jewish future—how can he regard hr 
Jewish birth as anything but a hindrance in his progress 
through life’ He cannot thelp feeling that he is in many 
respects different from his Gentile neighbour, and that even 
if he succeeded im suppressing that feeling. his neichbout 
would still revard him as different. He does know o he 
has to struggle to overcomé prejudice, which exists e¥en in 
iree and enlightened countries: that the sufferines of hr 
brethren in the lands of tyranny and oppression cannot be 
ignored: that his neighbours frequently talk. of ‘Jewish 
problem.” the handling of which hy the Gentile world is 
bound to affect him and his oftspring, and that he cannot 
be truly happy as long as millions of his brethren have to 
endure humiliation and torture at the hands of their perse- 
cutors. He has not the streneth and the sense of dignity 
which the loyal Jew derives from his faith in his destiny 
and the consciousness of his invincibility, and he cannot 
share in the happiness which Jewish religious . observance 
gives those practising it even amid poverty and persecution. 


TO thoughtful observer will deny that the life of the Jew 
who loves and lives his Judaism is infinitely richer than the 
lite of him who has discarded all Jewish religious teaching 
Genuine Jewishness has a value which greatly exceeds that 
of the material advantages that one may temporarily derive 
from neglect of duty and the refusal to make a sacrifice for 
a noble cause. Restlessness, discontent, strife, depression, 
weariness of the mind, are more frequently found among 
selfish materialists than among unselfish idealists. He who 
hives a full Jewish life knows this, and he testifies to the 
truth of it by the service he renders to God and man and by 
the contribution he makes to Isr iel’s Sanctuary when he 

‘gives the offering of the Lord.” 

Let those who ofler gladly of their substance and their 
energy, of their Knowledge and experience, of their’zeal and 
enthusiasm to the Jewish cause make known to those around 
them the satisfaction they derive from the sacrifice they 
make, and let them spread abroad a true estimate of the 
value of such activity, as compared with the labours of the 
man who thinks only of himself and his immediate material 
benefit. Let those of us who are happy in our Judaism 
speak to those who are unhappy in their un-Jewishness, and 
let us try to bring heme to them the significance of their 
loss, the meaning of their discontent, and their meed for a 
change of heart and a new outlook on life. It may prove 
the safest way of leading the drifters back to Judaism and 
of demonstrating the ethical value of the traditional Jewish 
wey of living. It may prove a challenge to the indifferent 
and thoughtless members of our Community. Whatever help 
recounised exponents of Judaism may give in presenting this 
challenge to the indifferent will undoubtedly be given. But 
it should not be lett to the occupants of our pulpits to impart 
the lesson which experience teaches much more effectively 
than words. An invitation to spend an hour in’'a home 
where Judaism ts lived may produce a greater and more 
value of 
Jewishness, than the most learned theoretical exposition and 
the most eloquent pulpit address. There are so many who 
can teach by cxample, even though they are unable to impart 
lessons in words, ®

GERMANY’S “ PRO-JEWS ” 
Nazi War on Sympathisers 


German Nazi leaders and their Press are becoming more and 
more concerned about the growing sympathy among “ Aryan ’ 
Germans for the suticring Jews in the Third Reich. : 

Ihe Nazi Hakenkreuz banner complains bitterly that the 
numbers of the “pro Jews” are increasing and alleges that 
Germars are known to be giving financial support to Jewish 
friends. Urging the adoption of drastic measures to trace these 
“traitors to the Nazi cause” it suggests that the banks should 
register all numbers of notes paid out to “ Aryans,” and the 
recipients’ names, so that those passing on moncy to Jews 
can be traced 


FORCED LABOUR IN NAZI EUROPE 


The German Minister of Labour, Ley, has announced 
that the principle of the general employment of Jews as 
forced labourers will now be applied in Holland, Belgium, 
the “ Protectorate”. of Bohemia and Moravia, and other 
Nazi-occupied countries. 

Thousands of Jews are at present being used as forced 
laboorers in Berlin to clear the snow away from the streets. 
They have to work at night in the blackout, as the Gestapo 
had noticed that large numbers of “Aryans” had~ been 
demonstrating their sympathy with the ill-dressed, yellow-badged, 
and weary Jews, many of them of advanced age, who had 
been compelled to toil in the streets of the capital during the 
day-time, 

The use of gas by Jews in Berlin has been restricted to two 
hours daily, from 3 to 5 in the afternoon.

CENTENARY OF GEORG BRANDES 


Denmark’s Tribute to ** Non-Aryan ” 


London broadcasts in Danish, Swedish, Norwegian, and 
Finnish on Thursday of last week were devoted'to the hundredth 

niversary of the birth of Georg Brandes. Extracts were read 
from the work. of the great Danish writer (who was ot Jewish 
rwin) wolently attacking Prussian militarism, and con- 
demnoing German aggression against Denmark in 1864 

Hinting at recent attempts to introduce anti-Semitic leg lation 
in Denmark, the Free Danish broadcasts stressed the fact that im 
free Denmark Brandes’s Jewish origin did not dedar him from 
high position as university professor and writer) whose works 
the whole people read with admiration 

And Brandes’s continued popularity, despite the Nazi domina- 
tion, is evidencea by an attack, in the Danish extreme pro-Nazi 
PAnDRELANDET, on the well-known Copenhagen newspaper, 
Poutriken, for conducting a campaign in favour of the celebra 
tion of Brandes’s centenary Fhe Pottriken had flouted 
opinion by publishing the views of noted men of letters who 
spoke highly of the services rendered by Georg Brandes to 
Danish literature. Many other Copenhagen newspapers have now 
published similar articles

Protest Against Jew-Baiting 


It ® reported that the Catholic Bishop of cagreb has 
sent a letter to Paveljitch, the puppet Premier of Croatia, 
threatening to resign from his post as a protest against the 
anti-Jewish persecutions. 

Ihe letter is a sequel to objections raised by the Nazis to 
the Bishop's New Year speech, in which he criticised Pavelitch’s 
Christmas message to the Croat people asserting that Christ 
would have approved of his measures against the Jews. 


Pavelitch’s statement aroused a storm of disapproval among 
Catholics, in which the Bishop joined 


DEATH SENTENCES IN BELGIUM 


A German military court in Brussels has sentenced to death 
ten persons, including five Jews, on charges of activities to aid 
the enemy. The five Jews are Abraham Fogelbaum, Edgar 
Leeyer, Maurice Ghislain, Hubert Heymans, and Adelin 
Hartveld. 

The Nazi Commissioner for Belgium has forbidden Jews to 
leave the country. They may not move from one town to 
another, or even change their residences in the same town 
without the authorities’ permission. 

Ihe Mayors of Vianden and Markeu-Kerken have been dis- 
missed on charges of having secretly supplied food to the 
Jewish Communities of Brussels and Antwerp for starving Jews. 


THE SOLDIER’S MOTHER 


The American Jewish Press records the story of 
Mrs. Reba Feldman, of Philadelphia, whose soldier- 
son Jack, aged 18, was killed in the Japanese attack 
on Pearl Harbour. 

When he had first joined up, in 1940, she had 
accompanied him to the army recruiting station. 

She returned there recently. “ Jack was killed when 
they bombed Pearl Harbour,” she told the recruiting 
officer, without visible emotion. “1 want to take. up 
where he left off. Surely there is something | can do 
tor the army.” 

She was given a job in tLe quartermaster’s depdt. 


GERMANS IN RUMANIA “ MORE 
DANGEROUS THAN JEWS ” 


Veiled complaints of German domination in Rumania 
have been broadcast by the Bucharest radio, according to 
agency miessages reaching London. 

‘We are fighting a hard struggle in the interests of* oyr 
country, which ts being purged of the Jews,” said the broadcast, 
quoting an article in a Rumanian newspaper. Kt went on: 
“ Other foreign clements are taking the key-places in our 
economic life, and in view of their boldness they may be con- 
sidered tar more dangerous than the Jews.” 

Meanwhile the Government has decided to establish ghkettocs 
for the Jews in a number of towns. The first two are duc to 
be opened in Constanza and Giurgiu on February 1. On the 
other hand, the Government has suspended, for the time being, 
the depo! tation of further batches of Jews from Bukovina and 
Bessarabia to Transnistria (as the Russian territory occupied by 
Rumania is called). The official reason given for the order 1s 
the Jack of transport 


MORE IPALIAN IMITATIONS 


Ihe leader of the Jew-baiters in Italv, Roberto Farinacct, 
known as the “ Italian Streicher,” has launched a campaign in 
his newspaper ReGcimeé Fascisra, for making all Italian Jews 
wear a yellow ghetto badge, as in Germany. Other Italian Jew- 
baiters have seconded his demaad 

The ReGcime EFascista has also joined in the Nazi attack on 
the Vatican. It accuses the Holy Sce of “ hostility against the 
Third Reich owing to the defensive attitude of the National 
Socialist regime which toerced the to keep within tts 
proper sphere.’ « The Vatican, it alleg “took up the cam- 
paign of international Judaism, which maintains 
that National Socialism hates Christians and. Jews alike, and 
that both should form a united front against Germany.” 


JIGSAW GHETTO 


A fantastic situation has arisen in Otwock, the well-known 
health resort near Warsaw, where, as a result of Nazi oflicial- 
dom run riot, there are now no fewer than three separate 
ghettoes. These have come into existence as a result of the 
placing out of ghetto bounds of a number of non-Jewish-owned 
villas situated in the centre of the original ghetto area. The 
ghetto is thus split into three, and separate ghetto councils 
as well as separate Jewish police forces have now been estab- 
lished in each. Inhabitants of the three ghettoes are forbidden 
to communicate with each other except in urgent cases, for 
which purpose a special Gestapo permit is required. 

Many reports, too, come from other Polish ghettoes, whither 
Jews from other parts are being driven like cattle ’ 

A further 3.800 Jews have arrived in the Warsaw ghetto, 
the KRAKAUER ZEITUNG reports. Nearly all were deported trom 
Upper Kalwarya. 

The Jews of Rowno, in Eastern Poland, have been ‘ordered 
by the Gestapo to prepare to move into a ghetto which ts being 
formed in the northern part of the town. Rowno has now 
become the centre of German propaganda among the Ukrainians 
of Eastern Poland. 

One of the two ghetfoes in Wilno has been demoli shed by 
order of the Nazis. and the Jews removed to the remaining 
ghetto in the suburb of Baksht, which wall thus become even 
more overcrowded. 

What appears to ebhe an extension of Jewish forced labour 
in Poland to agricultural work is reported in the Nazi-controlled 
paper, Wreskt Poiskt. “ A ghetto village has been established 
in the neighbourhood of Rzeszow. 


EGYPT.—It is now reported that nine Jews were killed and 
24 injured during the first serious enemy air raid which occurred 
over Cairo towards the end of last year. The victims included 
the son and grandson of Rabbi Maslaton, Dayan of the Cairo 
Rabbinate. 

In memory of his late wife, Mr. Victor Toriel_ a member of 
a leading Alexandria Jewish tamily, has opened a rest home 
in Alexandria for officers of the three Services. The home is 
rien-sectarian, as is the Jewish *“* Menorah Club” for Service- 
men established in Alexandria over a year ago.

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MUDDLE IN. THE

A DISQUIETING accumulation of evidence, which 
reaches something of a climax this week, forces the 
conclusion that British policy in the Middle East, which 
has in many respects been painfully inefficient in the 
light of all the circumstances, is threatening if pursued 
along the same lines to do a dangerous disservice to the 
Allied cause and ‘to injure this country’s imperious 
interests. Among the disturbing news which illustrates 
this pernicious process may be mentioned the permis- 
sion which has been given to Arab irreconcilables and 
confederates of the notorious ex-Mufti to return to 
Palestine in numbers precisely at a moment when that 
murderous rascal and his Iraqi fellow-conspirators are, 
under Axis direction, launching a greatly intensified 
campaign of anti-British propaganda among Arabs from 
headquarters in Athens. And _ this, be it noted, has 
followed a succession of snubs and rebuffs to Jews in the 
National Home in their various patriotic endeavours. 
In. examining the relations of Great Britain and the 
Allies to the people of the Middle East and in judging 
the wisdom of policy in this respect, the first essential 
is to approach the problems with absolute realism, and 
above all to avoid that common eror in the past— 
especially as far as Palestine is concerned—of under- 
estimating the Arab’s understanding of his own interests. 
The Jewish position is abundantly clear and British 
statesmen have all along indicated that they knew and 
that they knew Jews knew the degree to whfich the fate 
of Jewry is ultimately bound up with that of the Allies. 
They knew that Jews throughout the world——and, if 
possible, this applies even more to the Jews of Palestine 
—would do nothing in the least way. to jeopardise the 
common cause: on the contrary, they would willingly 
make all and every sacrifice to secure the victory of 
Britain and her friends. For Jews it is a case of Allied 
victory or years of the bitterest slavery that brutish man 
has ever inflicted on his human victims. Following the 
realisation of this. British policy has decided that no 
account laken of the Jewish attitude. No 
need to propitiate the Jewish element or to stimulate 
its loyalty! Now, though this outlook may be in certain 
of ns resulis unwelcome to Jews, 1 has at least the 


need be 


advantage of a certain realism and shows an attempt to 
estimate without sentiment or illusion the relative 
unterests concerned. 

But in its attitude to the Arabs British policy has 
shown tar less appreciation of the tacts 
clinging to a wretched tradition which has been built up 
through years of tatuity and fatlure, the atutude has 
hecome one of flagrant appeasement: and 1 
appreciation of the realities of the Arab situation or ol 
the understanding of this situation by the Arabs them- 
selves.. The honest Arabs, like the Jews, have no 
ilusions as to what an Axis victory would mean for 
them, or for their nationalist) dreanis. 
summary methods with the Libyan Arabs 
of them. for instance. [rom acropianes have already 
indicated how much independence and mercy an 
ltalian victory would have in store tor them. The small 
clique of extremists, led by that pair of corrupt and 
fanatically anti-British conspirators, Rashid Ali and the 
ex-Mufti, have, it truce, burnt their boats, and 
see no future for themselves except as gauleiters or 
quislings. Consequently they are all out for the triumph 
of their European [ellow-gangsters. | But their saner 
co-nationals would, given sensible treatment, Oppose 
them vigorousl\. However, and here comes in at least 
part of the Palestine tragedy, the constant British 
attempts to placate the extremists form an overmaster- 
ing temptation to the honest Arabs to favour and make 
use of these men. They see in the pressure of the ex- 
Mufti’s plotting a bargaining lever capable of extorting 
more and more gifts from British fears and feebleness. 
Thus, British weakness, often demonstrated at the 
expense of the Jews, is actually unfair to the Arab 
moderates. Indeed, is there any reason to suppose that 
it will prove less ill-advised than the truckling which led 
to Munich, and eventually to the present world clash? 

It is useless to complain of hard Arab opportunism, 
or of the Arabs’ cold ingratitude. Only fools count 
much on political gratitude, since it seems only the Jews 
practise it. What is much more urgent is that the 
Government, Press, and people of this country should 
clear their minds of cant on this subject and recall what 
successive surrenders to Arab extremist blackmail have 
brought them over a period of years. Nothing—unless 
it be yet more blackmailing. No grapes have been 
gathered from the thorns of Iraq, and not too many 
figs from the thistles of Syria or Persia. The realistic

Arab is not misled by concessions or by the ostentatious 
snubbing of the Jews. He knows these things to be only 
moves in a calculated policy, and the products of 
embarrassment and weakness. Will the Axis be dis- 
couraged and deterred by them? Assuredly not. Rather 
will it be spurred on to fresh mischief-making @ the 


hope that the Arabs will become more and more, 


involved with their agents, as they fall More and more 
for the temptation to use them as blackmail—until in 
the process Britons and Arabs will be driven wide apart. 

Where is the policy of Arab appeasement to end, or 
are we to suppose that no halt will ever be called? The 
Arab is the pampered child of British politics. He has 
been given, at the cost of British lives and British 
treasure, independent States in Syria and the Lebanon, 
in Transjordan, in Iraq, and in Saudi Arabia: while his 
fellow-Moslems in Egypt and Persia are to-day equally 
free men enjoying the protection of Britain against the 
brutal subjection that threatens from the Axis hordes. 
Methods of appeasement actually drove the Arabs into 
revolt in Palestine, and that act of bloody blackmail 
brought Malcolm Macdonald's pitiful capitulation. The 
same invitation to blackmail is now taking back into 
Palestine, at this critical hour, the men who were 
responsible for the revolt and who have the breath of 
the ex-Mufti still in their ears, in the childlike belief that 
they will be good boys ever after. Surely we have learnt 
from recent history that the country that asks for 
trouble invariably gets it! A former High Commis- 
sioner opened the doors of the National Home to the 
ex-Mutftt. A successor again opened the doors so that 
that notorious blackguard might escape and the 
administration be rid of the embarrassing complications 
and revelations to which his internment might have led. 

Surely the policy of appeasement in the Middle East, 
as elsewhere, stands by now and at long last condemned 
as a wicked futility, the child of idleness and a most 
un-British funk? The time has come to abandon it 
once and for all, to abandon this truckling to bandits 
and their agents, to abandon this unlovely snubbing 
of loyal Jews. Only thereby can justice be done to the 
Arab peoples as well as to the Jews. Only thereby will 
British influence and loyalty to the Allied cause be 
consolidated in the Middle East.

THE UNCHANGING LEOPARD 

Mr. Roostevett has offered the patriotic advice that in 
the coming Congressional Elections candidates should be 
chosen irrespective of party who will support the Govern- 
ment in time of war. Upon this sage counsel the Isolationist 
leader, Senator Wheeler, has jumped with the charge that 
what the President wants are “ internationalists,’ men who

Hitler's Anti-Semitic International. 


A DISSEMBLING. FRIEND 


Our esteemed contemporary, the Spectator, has deemed 
it its duty to give the hospitality of its columns to a letter 
from a Mr. J. H. Mallon, of Caversham, Berks, on the 
subject of anti-Semitism in England. The writer, describing 
himself as one who is “not and never has been a Fascist 
or anti-Semite.” asserts that the anti-Jewish sentiment is 
growing apace. As he lives “daily in the most intimate 
communion with many Jewish friends,’ he deplores this: 
development and declares that “for the sake of ‘our 
common humanity, and though there are many loyaf and 
upright Jews who suffer for the sins of their fellow-Jews, 
it is a thousand pities that it were so.” But he asks: “In 
the light of what is going on is this pernicious blight on our 
community to be wondered at?” Then comes a string of 
accusations against the Jews, delivered with a vehemence 
and a bitterness which take sadly fitthe account of the 
feelings of at any rate the sensitive ones among the “ Jewish 
friends.” with whom he is so richly endowed. Here are 
instances: “Is is now an event if one does not read 
in the daily press of a gang of Jews being convicted of some 
form of racketeering, which in fact is m essence a grand 
sabotage of our war effort” “Who are to be found in 
the most expensive restaurants eating, drinking, and smoking 
of the best from London to Leeds?” According to this 
person, the Jews only. “Who in the restaurant cars of 
our trains get and retain the ‘best seats till they have 
guzzlied in full, the while our sailors, soldiers, and airmen 
look on in disgust and wonder “—-familiar anti-Semitic touch 
this!——" if it is fon the ultimate benefit of these gentry that 
they are fighting?” And then there are the “ young, well- 
dressed, pertumed and pomaded Jews” on the 4.15 from 
Paddington to Reading. who “ will discuss in loud voices 
how good business is whilst their befurred and bejewelled 
sisters eat chocolates from ‘de luxe’ boxes”—where do they 
vel them.trom? And amidst this daily carnival on tMe 4.15 
“hardly once does one hear the King’s English spoken. 
except by the soldiers and sailors when their language has 
an Ehzabethan robustness.” 


“NINETY PER CENT” 
writer: tells us that he has “ madequately described 
the mischiet. As we wish to be as plain as he. we tan only

.coloured charges venomous in their suggestiveness, and 


such as could very easily have come from the worst kind 
of anti-Semitic agitator who is out not to prevent trouble 
but to foment it. It is certainly far from being the tone of a 
person sincerely concerned for “our common humanity.” 
Consider, we are told, that the total Jewish population of 
these islands is less than one per cent of the whole. ~ Then 
consider the percentage af recorded convictions against 
Jews for ever, kind of fraudulent dodge to ewade ther 
responsibilities under the Defence Regulations 
they batten on this country’s war agony 
find?

lhat this figure is something like 90 per cent. of 
the whole of the remaining recorded convictions against 
non-Jews throughout the countrys.” In other words, the 
Jewish offences. according to this estimate, are nearly equal 
in number to those of non-Jews (the confused or hasty 
reader might easily run away with the idea that they are 
actually 90 per cent. of the ggand total!). What, however, 
is meant by the tricky phrase “recorded convictions ? 
Does it mean convictions published in the Press? If so, 
how mans -newspapers “throughdéut the countrys” were 
examined, and tor how long a period? We know that some 
two thousand five hundred eonvictions are secured cach 
month tor offences agaist tood regulations alone, and the 
number of Jews in all cases, convicted and dismissed. has 
been estimated for a recent month at twenty—or less than 
one per cent. of the cases brought by the Food Ministry 
alone. But since complete statistical accuracy is impossible 
it is the foulest injustice to attack a whole community, even 
with the slimy proviso of “many Jewish friends” and 
“common humanity,” by throwing an unfounded 90 per 
cent charge at them. 


~AN UNFOUNDED SUGGESTION 


fue Spectator correspondent suggests that the remedy 
for anti-Semitism, which he so much deplores, “1s (as my 
Jewish friends tell me) in the hands of the Jewish leaders 
themselves.” From this one is intended to inter that Jews 
have remained listless and idle in the face of the wrong- 
doing of a tiny proportion of their number. Nothing could 
be further from the facts, as “ his Jewish friends,’ if they 
had any knowledge at all of the Jewish community, could 
have told him. Responsible Jews have not merely vigor- 
ously denounced the offences, but have taken more than 
one practical step--e.g. the Trades Advisory Council —to 
put an end to them. But they cannot be blamed for the 
persistence of the evil any more than can the Archbishop 
of Canterbury for its wide prevalence among non-Jews 
despite the fulminations from Christian pulpits and the press, 
and the severities of the law. It ts litthe short of criminab 
to put the whole Jewish Community in the dock by abuse 
which it is Known will be applied by the thoughtless and the 
malicious to all Jews and not only to the handful of male- 
factors, whose deeds are as vigorously deplored by the vast 
majority of the Jewish Community as their numbers are 
exaggerated by mischief-making Jew-haters or pro-Nazis. 
The Spercraror’s correspondent caps all by an impudent 
allegation that the subject has hitherto been “one for 
clandestine discussion’! The columns of this paper and 
our freely reported discussions by Jewish organisations give 
that piece of blatant impertinence the lie. But if he hoped 
to stampede Jews into frantic acts which could subsequently 
he quoted as Jewish confirmation of the imputed dispro- 
portionate numbers of Jewish malefactors, then let us hope 
he has failed, and failed miserably.

MANCHESTER COUNCIL AND THE 
HOME FOR AGED 


Inquiry into Allegations 
TRADE OFFENCES : SANCTIONS OPPOSED 


[From our Correspondent} 


The quarterly meeting of the Council of Manchester and 
Salford Jews, held on Sunday at Frankenburg House, with 
Major E. C. Q. Henriques, J.P. (Vice-President) in the chair, 
discussed, among other matters. the co-ordination of cducational 
work: trading offenders’ offences; the Laski Memorial Fund; 
and the allegations that there are anti-Jewish elements at the 
Home for Aged and Needy Jews. . 

Mr. Isidore Sandler, Yon Secretary, reported that the Cenfral 
Council for Refugees had agreed to take over responsibility for 
the two Refugee Hostels in South Manchester; that Messrs. 
S. H. Steinart, J.P., and H. A. Nathan, J.P., had been appointed 
representatives for the Manchester Area on the Central Com- 
mittee for War Damage to Synagogues (of the Board of Depu- 
ties): that the first instalment of the grant from the Joint Emer- 
gency Committee for Education had been received, and an 
Education Emergency Trus* for this area had been set up. with 
Major E. C. Q. Henriques and Messrs. S. H. Steinart, H. A. 
Nathan, Barrow-Sicree, Levy Davis, L. M. Glancy, and E. 
Raffles as Trustees Mr. Sandler stated that the Executive 
viewed with disfavour the imposition of sanctions on the lines 
indicated by the Board of Deputies. 

Mr, S. Classick, Treasurer in submitting new proposals for 
increased affiliation fees (which Mr. N. M. Jacobs seconded), 
said, for some years the income of the Council (approximately 
£106 per annum), had been insufficient. The Counci had spent 
its accumulated funds, and unless more income was found could 
not carry on its work The new scheme would bring in £260-

Successful Work of T.A.C, 


The progress of the T.A.C. since its establishment in Man- 
chester some months ago was gtrikingly illustrated by Mr. Hyman 
Weinberg, Chairman of the Manchester Area Council. He 
said that over 25 meetings had been held, and that four Trade 
Sections had already been created. Mr. Weinberg gave 
examples of disputes which had veen amicably settied. The Rev. 
P. Selvin Goldberg drew attention to the abuses of oOver- 
charging in foodstuffs by grocers and butchers, and urged the 
T.A.C. to take up flagrant cases. Mr. W. Miller (rcterrng to 
a court case), scathingly condemned the Jewish offenders, 
and said “ We must find a drastic way of dealing with these 
fifth columnists of Jewry” Mr. Walter Wolfson argued “ that 
offenders ought to be penalised py the Jewish Community " and 
urged the imposition of sanctions. This was opposed by Mr. 
N. M. Jacobs, who said: “ Our job is to prevent wrongdoing, 
not to punish it.” °

LEEDS GUARDIANS AND EVACUEE 
RABBIS 


[From our Correspondent] 


Presiding at the monthly meeting of the Leeds Jewish Board 
of Guardians, Alderman H. Morris, J.P.. Hon. President, 
reported that the Board had received the £50 from the Junior 
Organisation for Leeds Jewish Charities (an organisation which 
had not, unfortunately, been active for some time), and £21 
had been received from the Junior Ladies’ Aid, to purchase 
clothing for the pbvor,. 

The Chairman reported on negotiations with Messrs. Lloyd 
Rakusén & Sons, and it was unanimously agreed that the order 
for Passover requirements be placed with that firm. 

Correspondence with Rabbi H. Hurwitz about the assistance 
to evacuee Rabbis was discussed. Mr. J. Levine said that 
among the cases which were being supported there were many 
refugees who were not receiving sufficient assistance from the 


Refugee Committee. These families were not trained for other 


work, and suitable employment could not be found tor them 

Mr. E. M. Rowlands said the decision arrived at when the 
maticr was discussed by the Representative Council was that 
Rabbi Hurwitz should transfer his Fund to the Board, but this 
had not yet been done. The Board did not propose to be 
dictated to by any outside body; the method of relief disburse- 
ment had always been most satistactory and it was proposed 
to continue in a similar. manner, Every case received the 
sympathetic consideration of the Board, which would not turn 
anyone away who required assistance. 

Ihe Hon. President said it was the Board's duty to help all 
people in need of assistance, but it was necessary that an 
mvestizgation be carried out betore any help was afforded. As 
far as the evacuece Rabbis and learned gentlemen were con- 
cerned, there were several who, in the opinion of the Board, 
were not in need of assistance. Because they had not worked 
in the past nt did not mean they could not begin now. The 
Rabbis had to be considered differently, and tes they made 
application to the Board and were considered to be if need. 
they would certainly be helped. 

Alderman Morris, in a reference to the recent Annual Chagits 
Concert, congratulated Mr. Brill, and also Mr. C. Sumrie and 
Mr. W. Kristall, for ther eflorts. Mr. Sumric, presenting his 
report, stated that the approximate receipts to date were £2,990. 

he expenditure amounted to £166, leaving an approximate 
nett profit of £2.824—a truly magnificent achievement Hie 
paid a tribute to all members of the Committee for their fine 
Co-operation

CHIEF RABBI AT BLACKPOOL 


** War-Time No Excuse for Suspending 
- Religious Law” — 


: [From our Correspondent] 


The Chief Rabbi visited Blackpool last week-end. He 
preached at the Sabbath morning service and at a military 
service, attended a reception, and visited a Services Club. 

Devoting part of his sermon og Sabbath to an exposition of 
the meaning of the Hebrew word Din, which, he sand, first 
denoted justice, Dr. Hertz said that it had been the 
tragedy of the Rew that he had so often been denied justice —the 
right to life, freedom, happiness. “ Therefore, let ws not deny 
justice to any man by depriving him of what is his. The first 
question that will be put to us on the Judgment Day, the Rabbis 
tell us, is: *‘ Have your dealings with your fellow-men been 
honest dealings? 

Then, to the Jewish mind, din had an additional meaning, 
namely, religious authority and loyalty to that authority. The 
fathers of Angvlo-Jewry had had a dread of religious anarchy, 
of each man having his own Shulchan Aruch. Thgy therefore 
established religious autlfority tor the communes of this 
tountry “ To-day there 1s in, some quarters a revolt against 
religious authority, and some lay administrators are consumed 
by the ambition to pasken, 1.¢., to pronounce religious decisions 
This ts war-time, they tell you.” 

In certain quarters, war-time was the all-suflicient justification 
for suspending religious law. That attitude, said Dr. Hertz, was 
quite untenable, and, he added, un-English. In times of war, 
Englishmen put forward not less but greater eflorts to remain 
true to ther ideals

THRILLING GLASGOW REUNION 
End of a Refugee Odyssey 


[From our Correspondent) 


The Advisory Bureau which was recently established by the 
Glasgow Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Branch of the British Legion 
in Abbotsford Place, to give advice on war-time problems, was 
the scene of a happy reunion last week between a Polish Jew 
and his wife. who had not heard of each other since she fall 
of France m June, 1940. 

The couple had lived for many years in Paris, where the 
husband was a prosperous business man. The woman left Paris 
just a few days before the Nazi entry, and she came to Glasgow, 

Meanwhile, her husband, who had been serving in the Army, 
had escaped over the frontier into Spain. He tramped across 
the country, making his way at night, and olten going without 
food for days at a time. 

Penniless and with his clothing in rags, he reached a small 
fishing village on the south coast of Spain, where he was 
befriended by the fishermen. Alter staying there tor some time, 
he persuaded the captain of a-tramp steamer to take him to 
Morocco. 

He spent several months in that country, wandering from 
place to place. One day, when in a small seaport, he saw a 
British ship, and he approached the captain. Alter a long 
talk, the captain agreed to sign him on as a member of the crew, 
although he had. had no. previous experience as a scaman. He 
worked his passage on the ship, winch was bound for Glasgow, 
and on its arrival there he went ashore. 

A member of the local Community advised him to go to the 
Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s Branch, and when he entered the 
premises the first person he met was his wile, who had been 
secking the help of the Advisory Bureau in an eflort to trace 
her husband '

DISLOYALTY TO TORAH SUSPECTED 


From Mr. M. RETTER 
(Secretary, Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congregations) 


To the Editor of THe Jewisn 


Sin,—Professor Brodetsky was right in asserting (as reported 
in THE Jewisn CuHronicte of January 23), at a meeting of the 
Joint Emergency Committee that Dr. M_ Epstein, the Chairman, 
had misinformed the meeting when stating that three invitations 
had been extended to the Union of Orthodox Hebrew Congre- 
gations.

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WASTE PAPER “PAYS DIVIDENDS” 


The great £20,000 waste-paper contest, which finished recently, 
has benefited the nation’s war effort to the extent of thousands 
of tons of sorely-needed material for munitions. It will also 
henefit national and local charities, which, under the terms of 
the contest, receive prize-money totalling £20,000. 

But there are many other indirect ways in which this nation- 
wide interest in collecting waste paper has n turned to 
account—and can go on paying dividends, for even though the 
actual competition is now over the appeal for waste paper con- 
tues. Many councils have agreed to devote the proceeds from 
the sale of waste paper to such good causes as the local hospital, 
the Aid-to-Russia Fund, and Warship Weeks. 

Children who collected and sold paper found it a profitable 
»s well as patriotic way of spending their spare time. In 
ipswich, for instance, children have raised over £100 by collect- 
ine paper. They have paid for an oxygen trolley and an casy 
chair for the town’s First-Aid Post, and provided each of the 
warden’s posts with an oil heating stove. In Liverpool, children 
hove collected 1.698 tons since the campaign began. 

Several boroughs have been able to buy a new salvage- 
collecting van with the proceeds from paper, which is sold at 
ontrolled price ranging from 2s. to 6s. 6d. a cwt. There is

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WASTE PAPER “PAYS DIVIDENDS” 


The great £20,000 waste-paper contest, which finished recently, 
has benefited the nation’s war effort to the extent of thousands 
of tons of sorely-needed matcrial for munitions. It will also 
benefit national and local charities, which, under the terms of 
the contest, receive prize-money totalling £20,000. 

But there are many other indirect ways in which this nation- 
wide interest in collecting waste paper has n turned to 
account—and can go on paying dividends, for even though the 
actual competition is now over the appeal for waste paper con- 
tinues. Many councils have agreed to devote the proceeds from 
the sale of waste paper to such good causes as the local hospital, 
the Aid-to-Russia Fund, and Warship Weeks. 

Children who collected and sold paper found it a profitable 
1s well as patriotic way of spending their spare time. In 
ipswich, for instance, children have raised over £100 by collect- 
ine paper. They have paid for an oxygen trolley and an casy 
chair for the town’s First-Aid Post, and provided each of the: 
warden’s posts with an oil heating stove. In Liverpool, children 
hove collected 1.698 tons since the campaign began. 

Several boroughs have been able to buy a new salvage- 
collecting van with the proceeds from paper, which is sold at 

ontrolled price ranging from 2s. to 6s. 6d. a cwt. There is 
hing unpatriotic about sellmg waste paper—as long as it 
ches the pulping mills, that is all that matters.

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HISTORY OF GYNAECOLOGY 
Jewish Insistence on Hygiene 


KEEPING THE TORCH OF SCIENCE ALIGHT 


Miss Muriel Elsie Landau, in her Presidential Address 
to the members of the London Jewish Hospital Medical 
Society recently, took as her subject “The History of 
Gynaecology, with some points of Jewish interest.’ The 
meeting was held at the Hastings Hall of the British 
Medical Association. 

Miss Landau (tthe first woman to be clected President of 
the Society) said that, speaking generally, i was to be noted 
that, as in the origin of gencral medicine, gynaecology had tts 
oriin in early folklore combined with bedside observation 

As in general medical sciences, the subject of obstetrics and 
vynaecology received very tull consideration m the Book of 
hooks, the Hebrew Bible. The ancient Hebrews were in fact 
the founders of prophylaxts, and their priests preached a 
definite ritual of hygiene and cleanliness. They formulated laws 
and drew up very strict penalties for the prevention of sexual 
perversion. The Palmud reveals a deep knowledge of medical 

natural scicnce [hese laws have contributed to the 
cleanliness of the Jewish home and to the health of Jewish 
women The laws of Niddah, in particular. have strengthened 
ihe bonds of the Jewish family and helped to make it an

Botsh Press which might cast doubts on the toyalty 
rds Britain of “ refugees from Nazi oppression,” Mr A. 
ver. Charman of the Association of Jewish Reliugees, has 
ten a letter to the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN expressing the 
unconditional opposition of Jewrsh reltugees to Nazi Germany. 

“It scems to us.” he declares, “ that the observations referred 
lo are capable of sowing distrust of the atutude taken by the 
Foluvees Ihey seem also calculated to cause fresh alarm among 
the refugees themselves, who, after years of sore sulleringe and 
cruel persecution, have found in this country some peace ofl 
soul. We therefore consider it our duty to place on record 
that the Jews who, in the words recently used by the Prime 
Minister. ‘bore the brunt of the Nazss’ first: onslaught upon 
the citadels of freedom and human dignity,’ are second to none 
in their relentless uncompromusing enmity against the Germany 
with which the people of Great Britain are at war, 

The Jewish refugees.” he adds, “have only one. will —to 
vive with all them heart and to the utmost of their ability un- 
qualified support to Britain in the war agaimst the common 
enemy It is only a natural consequence of his being a Jew 
that the Jewish refugee knows no aim other than those declared 
by Britain and her Allies.”
